"Prof. Byars Thanksgiving Sermon. 


“Oh that men would praise the Lord 
for his goodness, and for his» wonderful 
works to the children of men.—PSALM 


cxi1;8. 


It is doubtful whether a modern writer 
upon practical religion would lay hold of 
just this thought, and repeat it as it is re- 
peated in the refrain of this Psalm. He 
would-be. more apt-—to-say, Oh that men 
would repent of their sins, or, Oh that 


‘ nhen would do their duty. The idea that 


praise is a duty—that a happy, thankful 
heart is expected~and demanded of us, 
hardly seems to occur to us. Sometimes 
we even seem to be suspicious of joyful 


-Christians, as-if they lacked earnestness, 


orhad failed to see how sad and how 
serious life is. If we are_led to see that a 
joyful spirit is suitable and blessed, we 


~ often speak of if as if it were a gift of 
“God, which, in his sovereign and inscrut- 


able wisdom He bestows upon some fav- 
ored saints, while he denies the grace to 
others. who are just as saintly. It hardly 
occurs to us to treat a sadness a8.a sin, or 
to express deep regret that men will not 
praise God. We commiserate men for 


- their sorrows, but do not blame them; we 


«ongratulate happy Christians, but do not 
commend them, 


But this is not the way the Bible treats 


the matter.” When the heart of an in- 
spired Psalmist or Prophet is heavy and 
gloomy, he infers that there is something 
morally wrong with himself. He does not 
pity himself and intimate that his burdens 
aud sorrows are proof of his piety, and his 
just and profound views of life. He re- 
proves his gloomy spirit, and.sayay.“Wag 
art thou cast down, O my soul? Hope 
thou in God.” It*is surprising, indeed, 
that so much of the Old Testament should 
How 
many of the Psalms are hymns of praise 
and exultation. The spirits of the proph- 
ets often overflowed with joy and. thanks- 
giving. The new Testament takes up the 
same strain. Christ’s public teaching be- 


~ gins with an ode to Happiness; and almost 


his last words to his disciples, before his 


‘erucifixion, were encouraging joy and 


peace. The Apostles amid all their sor- 
rows and pains, never lost sight of the 
thought that the Christian life should be 
a happy life. 

Let us, then, upon this Thanksgiving 
Day, consider the duty of being glad and 
thankful. 

There is first, intrinsic propriety in it, 
there is abundant occasion for joy and 
thanksgiving. The world in which we 
live is fitted to make such creatures as we 
it_is a very 


well constituted world. It has its dark 
side, tu be sure, as well as its bright side, 
and every one who lives long enough upon 
it for it to turn ’round goes into the 
shadow. and darkness. Thesun of earthly 
joy must set, as everybody knows, even 
when he gazes upon the glories of the 
morning. But while sorrow and death 
are ever busy, the world is still adminis- 
tered in such a way as to produce a great 
deal of comfort and joy. The stupendous 
forces which rule the material world are 
remarkably adjusted to man’s comfort and 
welfare. Look at the sun in the heavens! 
It is just right. If it were further away, 
or smaller, or not so hot, we should all 
freeze up. “If it were much larger, or 
nearer or hotter it would scorch us to 
death. Observe the tarth in its,poiseapon 
its axis. If its axis were perpendicular 
to the plain of its orbit, there would be no 
changing seasons, and only a narrow belt 
could be inhabited. ‘If its axis were par- 
allel with the plain of its orbit, one 
year would bring a blazing summer and a 
polar winter to almost every ‘part of it, 
which would sweep from existence almost 
all animal and vegetable life. Apparently 
any material change in the poise of the 
earth would be to our loss. 

The distribution of,land and water upon 
the surface of the earth suggests similar 
thoughts. Look at a map of the world, 
and observe how large a part of the land 
surface is in the latitudes best suited to 
man. Ifthe most of it had been at the poles 
or the equator it would have spoiled the 
earth for us.. It has been a great advan- 
tage to man that the quarter part of the 
earth best suited to him is in one of the 
longitudinal hemispheres. Whatever ef- 
fect this may have had upon the climate 
and material conditions of “the earth, it 
has certainly proved very advantageous,to 
If Asia had 


been in a northern and Europe in a south- 
érn zone, how could the human race have 
spread over the two successfully? Social 
customs, political ideas, and religious be- 
liefs could hardly have crossed the tropics. 

Think how slowly these precious things 
have travelled, and how much they are 
changed by climate and the conditions 
which it involves. ‘The equator running 
across Africa proved an impassable barrier 


to a civilization which could cross the 


mountains of Asia, the thick forests of 


Europe, and the broad Atlantic. Take 


from this_planet, and from its history, the 
belt of land which runs across the East- 
ern “hemisphere between the twentieth 
and the sixtieth degrees of north latitude 


—from Hong Kong and Calcutta and 


Mecca on the south to St. Petersburg and 
Stockholm and Edinburgh on the north— 
and what have you left? Suppose this 
tract of land had been. broken into frag- 
ments and ‘scattered over. the planet, or 
that, instead of running east and west, 
with a nearly uniform climate, it had run 
north and south, how different: the fate 
of man would have been! The solidarity 
of the race would have been broken. 
There could have been no world life or 
history, no preservation, development, 
and distribution of great ideas of art and 
literature and government and religion. 

The brotherhood of man would never 
have been discovered.- Suppose, again, 
that the American continent had been in- 
verted so that the narrow part hud been 
in the north temperate zone, so that the 
Pilgrim Fathers would have landed in a 
narrow, temperate country, or a broad 
tropical country, or had been ceapelled.to 


cross the equator and saii-ten thousand 4+ 


miles to reach-the conditions of New Eng- 
land. Had that been the case, the May- 
flower would probably never have sailed, 
and New England history would never 
haye developed. We might follow this 
line of thought in many applications. 
The distribution of mountains and plains, 
and of deep depressions for lake basins; 
the varieties of soil in the same vicinities;- 
the wide distribution of forests and min- 
eral deposits; the adaptation of animal 
life and vegetable prodyets to man’s va- 
ried needs; the power of light and heat, 
of steam and of electricity to minister to 
the comfort and progress of man: these 


familiar facts are all suggestive of . the 


goodness of the Creator, and of his won- 
derful works to the children of man. 

Of course, we are all familiar with the 
reply which modern doubt and atheism 
make to this line of thought: namely, that 
man is the product of all these forces. and 
circumstances, and that it 1s not wonder- 
ful, therefore, that _he fits them and they 
fithim. The atheist says, ‘You might as 


well wonder and praise God, because a 


bullet is round and exactly fits the mould 
in which it was cast,.as to wonder and 
praise God because this-child of the earth 


and the sunlight finds comfort and delight’ 


in those forces which generated him. 
Who knows but different conditions de- 
velop creatures who like them quite as 
well a8 we like our jworld. Mercury, 
which. is only one-third as far from the 
sun, or Neptune which is thirty times as 
remote, may either or both of them pro- 
duce happier, and wiser creatures than 
weare. Perhaps the inhabitant of Mer- 
cury thanks God that his year is but 
eighty-seven days long, or the inhabitants 
of Neptune blesses the Lord that his is 
sixty thousand days long, and both of 
them may commiserate the pitiable crea- 
tures who dwell upon the earth, ‘if,’ they 
say, ‘such a planet can support living 
creatures.’ We like our world because 
its inclination of twenty degrees gives us 
just about enough of winter and of sum- 
mer. But the people who live on Venus 
may think fifty degrees the right inclina- 
.tion, and those who live on Jupiter may 
consider . three ‘degrees just.,the right 
thing, 

But to admit this does not shake or 
much shift our argument, It is not 


|claimed that this is the best possible, or. 


even the best actual, world, only that it is 
a good world, and full of blessing for those 
who live init. Whatever it might be for 
the denizens of other worlds, we ‘can 
thank the Lord that it is as well with us 
as it is, and not complain because it 1s not 
better. However the fact, so far’as it 18.a 
fact, that the earth-and the sun have pro- 
duced man, that is, that they have made 
it possible that such:a.creature should live 


here, and should come to his present de-. 


gree ‘of perfection,—is apart of our ground 


for eailimis: Ww Won the skeptical evolu- 
tionist says, **I have demolished your: ar- 
gument from design, and have excused 
you from ihe duty of praise and. thanks- 
giving, by showing that with such @ sup 
and such a planet you could ot have been 
different. from what you are.”’ The Chris- 
tian answers, ‘You have simply shown 
me that the design is broader and deeper 
than I had thought, that the harmonies of 
the world are more perfect than I had 
suspected, that God is greater. and better, 
-and wiser than ‘I knew, before.” We 
ought, then, as .we look at. the material 
world to praise God for his goodness and 
for ‘his wonderful works to the children of 
men, because such praise is “‘comely,’’ as 
the. Psalmist says;—it is intrinsically 
proper. : 
But.we ought, also, to be thankful for 
ourselves, — that we are what—_we are, 
“rational, moral beings, with power to 
know the truth and to do-the right; to 
love one another, and to worship our Cre- 
ator. This involves, indeed, grave respon- 
sibilities and great hazards, and many men 
pervert them. | It is a habit of such men to 
find fault with God because he has bestowed 
upon them gifts which they Lave misused. 
The first sinner set the bad example. 
“The woman whom thou gavest;me’’ did 
the mischief.. But we ought to be grate- 
ful for the gift that we abuse,—and even. 
for the divinely given power to abuse it. 
‘Tf any of us should lose our souls we 
ought to thank God that they were given 
us, that heaven and hell were set before 
us, and that we were entrusted with ‘the 
power to choose between them. Even. a 
lost BUT adie we’ thanklul that Koa ge gave 
him reason and free will, and that no re- 
sistless power “prevented him from choos- 
ing his own course and his own destiny. 
But especially in this time of hope and of 
great opportunity, should we thank God

tation. As a rule the cheeriest hearts are 
the bravest and stoutest. This is often 
true when the good cheer is not very pro- 
found or very religious, Some things are 
said against youthful: mirth which are 
either wise nor just. It lies near to friv- 
olity and easily develops into sin. But the 
worst siuners are not the gay and frivolous, 
but the hard, sad, desperate sinners, and a 
youth of gaiety, even when itis careless 
and wrong, is not so unpromising as a 
youth of grim selfishness, or silently 
nursed ambitions; or lonely, gloomy vices. 
Many of the purest, truest, bravest: men 
and women have grown out of rather gid- 
dy boys and girls.. So faras such gayety 
is the expression-of innocent joy, and de- 
light 1n living, it 1s a hopeful sign, and 
when, in youth or age, such joy is due to 
a sense of the Heavenly Father’s love and 


eare, it ig.a fountain of moral strength and 


of spiritual grace. Indeed, if we could 
learn sincerely to praise God for his good- 
ness, all other graces of a Christian life 
would easily be gained. We would be 
better Christians if we thought more of 
God’s goodness and somewhat less of our 
own,—if- we looked up into God’s face 


more, and spent less time in looking down. 


upon the earth, to find the path of duty. 
“The righteousness of God is revealed 
from faith to faith.” If we praise God 
for his goodness, we shall find ourselves 
transformed into his likeness. : 
There~ is: also ‘evangelical, converting 
power in the spirit of praise and ‘thanks- 
giving. What kind of an interpreter and- 
teacher of Christianity 1s a gloomy Chris- 
tian? He may be a pureand upright man ; 


be open in his professions and brave in 


his defense of his faith;—so have Ma-

no hope of immortality, The spirit of 
Christianity is distinctively the spirit of 
joy and peace. The Gospel is the good 
news. The promise of a Messiah was the 
promise of everlasting joy. The Mother 
of Jesus, when~she knew of the sacréd 
life that was throbbing at her heart, was 
filled with deep and solemn joy, and in 
reverent exultation exclaimed, ‘‘My soul 
doth magnify the Lord, and my spirit hath 
rejoiced in God my Savior.”” The angels. 
heralded his birth with a song of praise 
and joy. His life, with all its sorrows, 


that we may become what we have power 
to-be. Think-of the high calling with 
which we are called, with power to com- 
pass all truth to attain perfect .virtue, to 
love and to be loved by all the wise and 
good, to commune with our Maker, and to- 
live in this great blessedness forever. 


We ought also.to praise God for his 
moral and spiritual administration of the 
world. God’s hand is seen in human his- 
tory. His provitiencé has. kindled and 
-~preserved the sacred fire of learning. He 
has given men the love of liberty, and 
aided them in securing it. He has re- 
vealed the truths of religion and opened 
the way of salvation. He has preserved 
the church in dangers and conflicts, and 
added to her graces and her power. He 
has cheered and comforted pious souls in| 


, 


every age, and every land. He has given 
mueh evidence that truth is to win in its 
conflict'with error, and that righteousness 
and love will ultimately prevail. Even 
the difficulties and dangers of our. moral 
conflicts give to these who will use them 
wisely and courageously, the opportunity 
of gaining greater power and of attaining 
to higher blessedness, so that. it 1s no. 
weakly sentimentalism, or foolish fanat- 
icism to glory in tribulation dnd count it 
joy to fall into tribulations. Christians 
have. found that which philosophers sought 
in vain,—the agent which transmutes all 
things into gold. We are not called upon 
ito prove that-the world is perfect or that 
we are the most fortunate and comfortable 
creatures in the universe, before we thank 
God for our creation and our condition, 
for we have learned that even our limita- 
tions and misfortunes are good for us, and 
that all things are working together for 
good for those who are-faithful-and trae. 
Surely we have abundant occasion to praise 
God for his goodness to his creatures, and, 
when we observe how “forgetful and un- 
grateful the mass of men are, to exclaim, 
“Oh that men would praise the Lord for 
his goodness; and for his wonderful works 
to the children of men!”’ 

But we ought to praise God, also, be- 
cause praise is a profitable and blessed ex- 
ercise. It is not a mere.luxury, as some 
“good people seem to think, which can be 
indulged on a holiday, when the serious 
work of religion 1s laid aside, as a school 
boy can go fishing on Saturday. The cul- 
tivation of the spirit of praise and thanks- 
giving is a material part of the serious 
work of religious culture. A -cheerful | 
Christian is a better Christian. than One| 
who .is sad ‘and heavy hearted. . Other 
things being) equai, he knows more__of 
God and of divine truth. —He is better fit- |’ 
ted te endure hardness and t0 meet temp- 
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was a life of deep peace and calm, and He 
left-the blessed inheritance of fadeless joy 
to his disciples. 

He has assured his people that all things 
work together for their good, has prom- 
ised to be with them here and to take them 
to a land of perfect happiness, when their 
labors and conflicts are over. Where has 
He left a place for gloom_or fear? What 
kind of testimony does a Christian give to 
the veracity of Christ, who gees through 
life with a sad countenance, or lets. his 
‘heart break because of earthly disappoint- 
ments. and afflictions? God may be patient 
with our weak depression, and gloomy 
grief. .He may save us and make us use- 


‘ful; in spite of it; but it tends to belie our 


religion, and to deny that the Lord is true 
to his promises, No one can overestimate . 
the winning power of a. cheerful, thank- 
ful Christian who believes God-and trusts 
“Christ, and has a song for the night as 
well asfor the day. ‘‘A merry heart doeth 
good like a medicine.” It tends to heal 
the sorrows, to strengthen the faith and 
to'cleanse away the sina of other men. 
““Whoso offereth praise glorifieth God.” 
He exalts God before men, and gives men 
faith in God. | 
A spirit of praise and thanksgiving is 
not simply a gift, or a grace, it is an at-- 
tainment, a virtue, which it is our duty to 
gain and to retain. It may not be acquired 
ina moment, by one act of the will, ,or 
any effoyt of faith. It is a growth, the 
fruit of prayer and Christian thought and 
endeavor. The Christian life should grow 
more peaceful and thankful .as the ‘years
